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The Spirit’s fine 4-2 win 
over the Football Kingz last 
Friday night was significant 
for a number of players, 
with Ben Burgess grabbing 
his first senior goals for the 
club, Alex Moreira turning 
in a superb performance 
and the likes of Michael 
Cunico and Troy Cranney 
being simply outstanding. 
For Scott Thomas though, 
who made his club debut as 
a substitute at half-time, it 
ended a injury-hit start to 
his Northern Spirit career, 
after first an ankle, and 


then a knee, injury ruled 


him out of the first three 
games of the season. 

“It’s always disappointing 
when you are injured,” said 
Thomas, “and especially 
when you are trying to 
make an impression at a 


new club. It can be more of 


a mental thing than 
anything as you feel down 
when you can’t get out 
there and play, but I guess 
that’s what happens when 
you are involved in sport.” 


Thomas, who is now 
working his way towards 


full match fitness, was 
ready and waiting to make 
his debut after coach 
Graham Arnold told him to 
be prepared. 

“Tt wasn’t a planned 
substitution or anything, 
but Arnie did tell me to be 
aware that I could get on at 
any stage, and to keep 
warm.” 

The injury apart Thomas 
says he is settling in well at 
the Spirit. 

“Yeah it’s good - | am 
really happy at the club and 
am looking forward to 
helping them do well. It’s 
an awesome set-up, and 
there is a real good 
atmosphere at the club.” 
Tonight’s game has extra 
significance for Thomas, 
who not only played some 
of his junior football in 
Neweastle, but also made 
his NSL debut for 
Newcastle as well. 

Asked if he remembers 
much of his debut, Thomas 
pauses. “It was against 
West Adelaide...1 think!” 


Last week’s win has given 


the club another boost, with 
Thomas saying how 
important it was now that 
the club had two guys up- 
front that could knock 
goals in. 


“Tf you don’t score you 
don’t win matches, and 
that’s probably been 
Spirit’s problem, 
particularly last season. But 
now with Alex and Ben, 
who did really well on 
Friday, looking sharp it 
makes it so much easier. 
Obviously if you don’t 
score then you don’t win 
matches.” 
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The former Adamstown Rosebuds State 
League player says one of the main 
reasons he moved to Spirit is to try and 
help them recreate that first season 
experience. It’s an experience Thomas 
knows better than most, as he lined up for 


Sydney Olympic on Spirit’s historical first- 


ever NSL game. 


“The atmosphere that night was just 
quality. Spirit always seemed to get a good 
crowd and there were always lots of 
families around. Obviously that dropped 
off last year, but I really want to help bring 
back those crowds and get that same sort 
of crowd involvement they used to have.” 


An NSL career has taken Thomas so far 
from Newcastle to Northern Spirit via 
West Adelaide and Sydney Olympic, and 
the midfielder admits that he still enjoys 
the game as much as ever. 


“T really enjoy just getting out there and 
playing, and also having a laugh with the 
boys. That for me is what it’s all about.” 
Thomas says he has taken positives from 
all the coaches he has worked with so far, 
and that his aim this year is quite simply to 
win the Championship with the Spirit. 


Eventually, like most players, Thomas 
would love a crack at playing overseas. He 
could come up against the likes of David 
Beckham, (“Quality”) Kevin Phillips and 
Leeds pair Mark Viduka and Harry 
Kewell, all players Thomas nominates as 
ones he admires. 


The 26-year old midfielder though is only 
looking as far ahead as this season - and 
hopefully will be celebrating tonight 
against one of his former clubs,

A hat-trick in just 12 minutes by teenage striker 
Ben Burgess made it two wins out of two for the 
Spirit against the Kingz FC last Friday night. 


Playing at North Sydney Oval on a threatening 
night the Spirit took the lead after a bright Kingz 
start, with Burgess getting his first. Troy Cranney, 
who had a fine game, crossed from the left, and 
Burgess got free of his marker to thump a header 
past the wrong-footed Kingz goalkeeper Cuello. 


After grabbing his first for the club Burgess had to 
wait just seven minutes for his second, strike- 
partner Alex Moreira, another player to put in a fine 
performance, crossing from the right, Burgess 
sweeping the ball home with some ease. 


Five minutes later Moreira again set up Burgess, 
who drilled the ball past Cuello to make it, 
amazingly, 3-0 to the Spirit and to Burgess, And all 
this just days before his 19th birthday too! 


Some slack play by Spirit allowed the NSL leading 
scorer Tim Stevens through on goal, and although 
his shot was well parried by Paul Henderson the 
impressive Ivan Vicelich was there to prod the ball 
over the line. 


With a 3-1 lead at the break the Spirit needed to 
ensure they didn’t concede another goal, but the 


contest was all but 
over when Cuello, 
who one could best 
describe as ‘eccentric’, 
felled Matthew 
Langdon when there 
seemed little danger. | 
After finally managing 
to wrestle Moreira 
away from the ball 
Mendez slotted the 
ball home for his 


second penalty in 


successive weeks. 


The Kingz Paul Urlovic, who came alive in the 
latter stages of the game, seeing a cracking drive 
slam against the up-right, and then being brought 
down in the penalty area, Skipper Harry Ngata | 
made it 4-2 to give the Kingz some respectability 
on the scoreline.

SM: There’s not much 
you can do other than 
rest then?

SM: So what would be your ambition in football? 
"NS: In the short term to play regularly for the Spirit and for the club to do well. I 
guess like most players though, long-term I would love to have a crack at playing 
overseas.
